Yesterday forenoon a farm hand who 


gave his name as Jones, lately from the 
vicinity of Springfield, was in Johnson & 
Stoker's little saloon on East Main street, 
near the corner of Franklin. He was ap- 
parently a German, poorly clad. He was 
in the saloon at about 9 a. m. and re- 
mained there until 11, when he was taken 
into a vacant store room fronting on 
Franklin street, near the saloon, to sober 
off. 
He was found dead in the room at 


five o'clock by Willis Johnson, who noti- 
fied Coroner Peri. The body which had 
not stiffened was removed to the coroner's 
office and placed in a box On the body 
were found two old biscuits, railroad 
advertisements, a corn-cob pipe, a new 
pair of suspenders, but not a scrap of 
paper to indicate his name or identity. 
The man, who appeared to be about 24 
years of age, had red hair and whiskers, 
Ha wore s pair of overalls, two coats, no 
shirt, four pairs of socks, and a shoe and 
a boot. He looked like he might have 
been a vigorous man. 


THB INQUEST 


was held at the coroner's office to-day 
Tue jurymen were B. Q. Sollars, foreman; 
E. W. Anderson, clerk; J. H. Durfee, 0. 
E. Peake, Jacob Sine, J. E. Bendnre, T. 
B. Albert, B. F, Taylor, Wm. Newton, A. 
T. Davis, H. O. Stnltz, Edward May. The 
state's attorney, E. P. Vail, was present 
all forenoon and examined all the wit- 
nesses closely as to the condition of the 
man at the saloon, how many drinks he 
got, and as to the manner of his death. 
The witnesses were Willis Johnson, jr, 
and Adam Stoker, proprietors of the sa- 
loon; John O'Connor, W. J. Tangney, 
Henry Walser, John B. Nooe, I. J. Chron- 
ister and A. Q. Gharrett. Both Chronis- 
ter and Gharrett had seen the dead man 
on Tuesday and had talked with him. To 
Chronister he looked sickly and weak, 
having difficulty in breathing and talk- 
ing. 
He said his name was Jones and 


that he came from Kentucky; that he 
worked a little in Ohio, and had walked 
this far west, sleeping at night in box 
oars. To Gharrett he told substantially 
the same story, and said his name was 
William Jones. 


It appears from the testimony that 


Jones took three drinks of whisky at the 
saloon, and also a drink of ginger ale and 
soda, Johnson refusing to give him 
more whiskey as he acted strangely, 
claiming to be afflicted with chills. 
Jones went alone through the back 
room into the back yard, when he was 
removed by Walser and O'Connor to the 
vacant store room. He was visited at in- 
tervals, Johnson seeing him at 1:30 p. m., 
when he was frothing at the mouth and 
nose. Johnson wiped away the froth 
with a cloth and left him. He was after- 
ward found dead as above stated. 


The examination ot the deceased re- 


vealed the tact that his clothing is alive 
with vermin. There is a slight contusion 
visible on his left temple, but it looks 
like an old bruise. The cause of his 
death is unknown. He may have died in 
a fit or ot heart disease.

A petition of property owners was pre- 


sented, asking that North Franklin street, 
from East Main to North street, North 
street from Franklin to Morgan street, 
and Morgan from North to the Wabash 
railroad, and Eldorado, from Morgan to 
the I. 0. road, should be paved with some 
suitable material. The petitioners sign- 
ing the petition represented 1546 feet of 
frontage. The petition was accompanied 
by a remonstrance signed 'by property 
owners representing 2056 feet. The peti- 
tion and remonstrance we*, by motion ot 
Durfee,.reoeived and placed on file. The 
council then resolved itself into the com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the pav- 
ing question, Alderman Oakes being call- 
ed to the chair. 


After the organization of the commit- 


tee, Aid. Durfee started the ball to rolling 
by moving that the route petitioned tor 
above be selected as the one to be paved; 
and Aid. Muzzy, in order to get to make

Muzzy and Durfee then made quite

ODD MARRIAGES. 


•f th* Trtato and Tribulation* Ex- 


perience* by Clergymen. 


R«v. D. R. Lowell, ol. the Ash Grove 


Methodist Church in this city, read a 
paper before a small but attentive gath- 
ering yesterday morning in the lecture 
room ol tho Hudson Avenue Methodist 
Church. He dwelt upon the different 
ways that people present themselves 
for marriage, the sad results of some 
marriages, and the amusing incidents 
that occur. Mr. Lowell said: "All that 
nertains to the work of the ministry is 
of interest, and profitable to us as we 
exchange our thoughts in conference. 
Every minister has various experiences 
in starting peeple in married lite. 
Sometimes these experiences are pleas- 
ant, sometimes sad and amusing, and 
oftentimes very annoying. 
j 
"One of the strange oases was where 


a colored man had become enamored of 
an Irish girl, and they.finally presented 
themselves for marriage. After the 
ceremony had been performed they left, 
apparently happy. On the day follow- 
ing the man returned and wanted the 
maVriage undone, but all I could do 
was simply to refer them to a lawyer. 
Another case that is amusing, and yet 
sad, is where I once married a young 
couple, and when I had pronounced 
them man and wife the young man paid 
me one dollar, and explained he was 
unable to pay more, as he had just lost 
what little money he had possessed. A 
abort time afterward his wife died and 
this young man came to borrow two 
dollar* from me, promising to return it 
in a day or two; but instead of return- 
ing It he went to a neighboring minis- 
ter and was remarried on my money. I 
was once called to a house to perform 
the rites of marriage, having the certifi- 
cate, all made out, with me. At the 
bouse the friends were all waiting. Ihe 
table was spread with a sumptuous sup- 
ply 
When It was time for the cere- 


mony the bride came forward, not lean- 
ing on the arm of the groom, but on the 
contrary, she was supporting him. tie 
was so much under the influence of 
liquor as to be unable to walk 
At my 


request he was seated and 1 had a talk 
with the intended bride and learned 
that she was the daughter of rich and 
respected parents. Her father was to 
shower a dowry of ten thousand dollars 
on her at the time ol her marriage, and 
she insisted on marrying this poor 
drunken wretch who did not own a dol- 
lar. I flatly refused and left the house, 
taking the certificate with me. as I did 
not deem it right to marry a man that 
did not know what he was about. 
"These are some of the few cases 


that hare come to my notice. Often- 
times I am compelled to turn couples 
away that present themselves for mar- 
riage for various reasons. The fees ot 
ministers vary for performing the cere- 
mony. Sometimes they receive as high 
as twenty dollars and more, and range 
from that as low 'Ite one dollar and 
nothing. Oftentimes some ask to have 
the fee trusted, which is always done. 
Some frequently agree to pay more, and 
others never pay at tlV'-Albany Ex-

RUSSIAN CONVICTS. 


Bloodthirsty Brides on Their Way to Sibe- 


rian Penal Colonlei. 


It is nothing new in Russia to see a 


band of convicts in their coarse gray 
uniform, with a large orange-colored j 
cross covering the back, trudge wearily | 
along on their way to Siberia. But 
these miserable caravans are formed of 
men only, female convicts being gen- 
erally conveyed by rail or steamer. 
Some eighty-four of these latter left 
Odessa the "other day by the steamer 
Costroma for the Island of Sakalhm, 
on the coast of Eastern Siberia. Ac- 
cording to the Novoe Vremya, thirty- 
six of the women were transported for 
murder or attempted murder of their 
husbands, twenty-two of the thirty-six 
being under the age of twenty. One 
bridlof sixteen had killed her husband 
within the first week after marriage; 
another of sweet seventeen lived with 
him for six months before she did the 
deed, and a third of eighteen was con- 
victed of killing her husband during 
the night by blows with a heavy ham- 
mer. 
Which facts demonstrate that, 


however beneficial early marriage may 
be in other countries, in Russia at least 
no woman should be allowed to marry 
before she is twenty.— Pall Mall Oar 
zette.

A Japanese Remedy. 


On the bodies of almost every Jap- 


anese, and sometimes on every part of 
the body, one sees round white spots. 
These are the moxa spots, produced by 
burning the flesh with a species of 
plant, with the object of curing some 
affection. This is a universal popular 
specific in Japan, which is ita home, 
although moxa is found elsewhere. It 
was introduced from Japan to Europe 
by the Portuguese and Spaniards, and 
the name is Japanese. In May the 
leaves of tbe Artemisia Chinensis are 
nowdered and dried, and the mass cut 
into small blocks or pieces. One of 
these is laid on the body and set on fire, 
burning slowly away. At first it nat- 
urally produces a sore, more or less 
deep, according to the intensity of the 
heat: soon this heals, leaving the scar 
forever. The belief in the efficacy of 
this process is universal, and Dr. Baelz 
thinks, not altogether misplaced, for 
the moxa acts much as our blisters do. 
Moreover, from the accounts of those 
who have gone through the cure, it is by 
no means so painful as one would an- 
ticipate from the heroic nature of the 
remedy.—#. Y. Post.
